NEW YORK, March 17.—A die patch to 


the World from Madrid earn: "It leaks 
out, notwithstanding great reserve in 
ollicial qunrtera, that tho government 
knows that toe Spanish and the Ameri- 
can committee inquiring into the cause 
of tbe bloving up of the Maine do not 
agree in the conclusions drawn from 
their respective investigations, but that 
their reports claflh. 


The Spanish commission la firm in tbe 


opinion that the catcetrophe waa tbe re- 
sult of an accidental expUmlon inside 
the Maine. On the other hand, tbe 
American court of inquiry, it la said, 
exonerates the officers of the Maioe 
from any blame—attributing the die* 
aster to eoiuc unknown exterior cause. 


The Spanish government

Havana, with the 0nal report of the 
Spanish uoinmlflsion before the meeting 
of the extraordinary *0uncil of Minis- 
terB which waa oummoned for last even- 
ing.

Than Klondike—Wonderful Future 


for Kotzebue Sound. 


In order that the region of Kotzebue 


Sound may be more generally under- 
stood, we have compiled n Buries of 
answers to the hundreds of questions 
which 'iiive bc'en nskcil us rcsiirding that 
countrv. 
KoUebuo Sound is about 


two hundred miles north otSt. Michaels. 
The three principal rivers emptying into 
Hie sound are: 
Noboark, Kubuck and 


Selawik rivers. The government expe- 
dition under Lieutenant Stoney made 
winter quarters in 1S85 and 1880 at Fort 
Cosmos, about two hundred milca up 
tliu Kubuck river. Lieutenant Stoney 
reports the natives to he friendly: tbat 
there ia an abundance of game, iiah and 
timber to be had. Last fall the natives 
brought down a quantity o£ gold to tradu 
to the whalers. According to a reliable 
wlmling captain, they wanted to know 
if it was the kind of stuff the miners 
were looking for on the Yukon. They 
8'iid there was plenty of tho same stuff 
in the Buckhuul and Kubuck rivers. 
But two white men arc known to have 
prospected in that country; they brought 
out $15,000 lust fall. Shortness of pro- 
visions forced them out. 
There will 


probably not be more tluin 700 or 800 
men over tho hundreds of miles of terri- 
tory, while on the Yukon at, a low esti- 
mate there will be 75,000 men. We will 
establish a trading elation, erect a ware- 
house where we will take care of tho 
provisions of our passengers free of 
charge. We are building a flat bottom, 
Btcru wheel steamboat to convoy yas- 
sencers ami their yooils up tbe river. 
Aiiv one wishing to return in sixty or 
ninety days will be brought to San Fran- 
cisco free of charge, providing they fur- 
liah their own provisions on tbe return 
mssu"c. An abundance of coal has been 
loiindoii Kubuck river. Tho company 
owns its own vessels, therefore enabling 
them to give better fucililles than a 
chartered ship.
